weeks ago at 57, at 87; of how the alleged 
failure of a Boston tirm was made to do serv- 
ice in the affair, and of other circumstances 
in connection therewith. The whole trans- 
action does not speak well for the moral 
sense of the brokers and “ highly respect- 
able firms who were concerned. 


Tux telegraph operators of Great Britain 
have been complaining of the smallness of 
their salaries, and of certain rules to which 
they are subjected. They have petitioned 
the Government in the matter, and the prayer 
of the petition is supported by several mem- 
bers of Parliament. Mr. Fawcett, Postmas- 
ter-General, stated in the Commons last 
night that the matter of an increase in the 
salaries was now under consideration by 
the Government. He personally thought 
that salaries should be increased and work- 
ing-hours rearranged. This declaration will 
probably have the effect of preventing the 
strike which the operators threatened. 


Most, the editor of the Freiheit, was tried 
and convicted yesterday on the charge of in- 
citing to murder, based on the ‘article on the 
death of the late Czar, and which threatened 
his successor and the Emperor of Germany 
with the same fate. The jury recommended 
him to mercy on the ground that he was a 
foreigner. Mr. Sullivan, Most’s counsel, 
raised several technical objections to the in- 
dictment, but they were overruled by the 
presiding Judge, Lord Justice Coleridge. 
One point was reserved, however. Sir Henry 
James, the Attorney-General, who conducted 
the prosecution, said it was undertaken not 
to check but to preserve free discussion by 
the press. Sentence in the case was deferred. 


Ar half-past 10 o’clock last night 238 bodies 
had been taken from the Thames near Lon- 
don, Ont., where the appalling disaster of 
Tuesday afternoon occurred. From the 
statement of a gentleman who was on 
board the rotten vessel, and who had the 
good fortune to escape, it would seem that 
the disaster was not unexpected by the 
officers of the steamer. The Captain kept 
shouting to the passengers to keep away 
from a ceitain part of the vessel or they 
would have to swim tor their lives. Nothing 
but utter stupidity, grasping greed, and 
guilty disregard of the lives of others 
could have induced the owners and officers 
of the Victoria to have permitted so many 
passengers to get on board the wretched 
craft. The people of London are stupefied 
with grief over the terrible affair. There is 
searcely a family in the city which has not 
lost a relative. To-day will be a day of 
publie mourning. 


In the Reichstag ‘yesterday Herr Richter, 
on behalf of the Progressists, moved a reso- 
lution condemning the abolition of the fcus- 
toms office at Hamburg and the incorporation 
of the Lower Elbe in the Zoilverein as not in 
harmony with the general understanding of 
the Federal relations, nor with a prop- 
er interpretation of the Constitution. 
Baron von Botticher, the Secretary 
of State, defended the proposal, 
and charged Richter and his followers with 
attempting to dictate to the Federal Council. 
Warming with his subject, he said he con- 
sidered it undignified to participate in the 
discussion, to which, by the way, he was 
himself a party, and then quitted the House. 
The affair is said to have created considera- 
ble excitement. But the Reichstag ought to 
be prepared by this time for even more ex- 
traordinary language from an official. The 
Keichstag seems to have no rights that Bis- 
marek or his lieutenants are bound to re- 


spect. 


Tue anti-Conkling members of the New 
York Legislature, through Messrs. Mc- 
Carthy, Forster, and Rockwell, of the Senate 
Caucus Committee, informed the Conkling- 
ites yesterday that they would not go into 
caucus to select a Senator, and that they 
would not take any action looking to the 
filling of the Senatorial vacancies until next 
Tuesday, when they would vote on the mat- 
ter in the Legislature. This action was 
expected by the Conklingites, and no su 
prise was expressed.

The train wes largely laden with former 
residents of this city, now living in Detroit 
and other towns in Michigan, who were on 
their way here to attend the funerals 
of relatives or friends. These travelers, 
too, were sorrowful But they talked 
little, and what little they did say was punc- 
tuated at intervals with repressive sobs and 
sighs. 
THE STREETS OF THE CITY

EXPERIENCE 
OF ONE OF THE SIX HUNDRED. 
Special Diepatch to The Chicage Tribune. 
Loxpox, Ont., May 25.—Frank McVean, 
the newsboy on the Great Western train, on 
which your correspondent reached the city 
to-night, was on the boat at the time of the 
accident, and related the following graphic 
bit of experience: In company with three 
or four triends I went to Springbank 
in the forenvon, and spent the day in swing- 
Ing, dancifg, and other sports. About 5 
clock we determined to return to the city, 
and boarded the Victoria, which was then 
more than full of passengers. Finding that 
we could secure no comivorion the maln or 
uurricane deck, 
WE WENT BELOW, 
into the engine-room, where we smoked and 
joked with the engineer and firemen, The 
crowd upstairs was swaying back and forth, 
and occasionally there was a rush, which 
made the boat creak from stem to stern. 
WHEN NEAR THE BEND 
where the accident oceurred, the craft put 
the boat ashore, either to take on or put off a 
passenger, 1 don’t know which. 
we got within fifteen or 
twenty feet, when the crowd on 
the main deck made a rush to the side near- 
est the shore. Capt. Rankin ordered them 
back, telling them that the boat was in 
danger of being capsized. This did not tend 
to assure the crowd of their safety, and, 
LIKE A FLOCK OF SHEEP, 
they made a rush to the other side with an 


_ effect equally dangerous. The swaying back 


and forth continued. The boiler became 
loosened from its fastenings, and. on the third 
or fourth lurch, it broke away from its moor- 
ings, and, with a mighty crash, broke 
through the side of the boat and dropped to 
the bottom of the river. 

SIMULTANEOUSLY 
there was a rush of people to the same side 
of the boat. The guard-rail gave away, and 
with it two or three of the posts supporting 
the hurrican deck. With a terrible crash, 
the soundof which still lingers in my ears, 
the upper deck fell on the heads of those be- 
low, crushing them in an inextricable mass 
to the floor. 

' HROUGH THE HOLE IN THE BOAT, 
through which the boile: crushed, the water 
poured in by the ton. In fess iime than it 
takes to tell it, I and my companions were 
afloat in the engine-room amid a pile of cord- 
wood, chairs, and other things. There we 
were—seveu of us— 

» LIKE RATS IN A TRAP. 
One of my friends said to his brother, 
“Ernest, you stick tight to me, and don’t let 
go.” The boat lurched over to the other 
side. The enormous weight of the water 
tore out that side, and the first thing I knew 
I found myself in the river, 
AMID A MASS OF FRANTIC MEN, WOMEN, 

a AND CHILDKEN 
shrieking for help. Howl got out 1 don’t 
know. I suppose I somehow or another 
swam down the stream a couple of hundred 
feet. When I got ashore I saw 200 or 300 
who had succeeded in saving themselves. 

A FEW WERE STILL STRUGGLING d

IT WAS AS STILL AS THE GRAVE. 
Many of those. who had escaped ran for 
home as fast as their heavily dripping clothes 
would allow, and those who remained were 
too horror-stricken to say a word. How 
the news was conveyed to the city I

No DESCRIPTION 18 RECESSARY, 
for while life laste it can never fade from 
their memory. In numbers of cases the torn 
clothing of the young ladies told how 
desperately the struggle had been for escape 
from the water or beneath the fatal deck, 
and scarred faces and abrased arms and 
limbs give evidence of injuries that undoubt- 
edly went far towards 

HASTENING DEATH BY DROWNING. 

On the faces of four or five bodies there were 
bruises and abrasions which rendered identi- 
fication most difficult. On the boat, 
as they lay side by side, the scene 
was one most impressive in its character. 
To the left of the main gaugway lay a mother. 
with her child elasped in her arms in that 
embrace which death so often brings to 
drowning people, Alongside were 

CHILDREN WHO SEEMED ASLEEP, 
and men whose faces were hideously dis- 
torted by the agony of the death struggle. 
Five young ladies lay side by side, bearing 
no other evidences than that of a speedy 
and apparently vainless death. Children 
were interspersed everywhere, ranging in 
their ages from innocent babyhood to boys 
and girls of 15 and 16. As the finding of the 
bodies grew less numerous 

THE POLICEMEN IN ATTENDANCE 
*egan to permit the admission of inquirers 
by fours. This prevented any crowding, 
and was worked wost satisfactorily. The 
friends were able to search more carefully. 
The bodies were thus undisturbed. Those 
onthe several decks were provided with 
lanterns and torches, and aided by the light 
from the bonfires, 

THE WORK OF IDENTIFICATION 
was begun. This was most agonizing in the 
extreme, as fathers or mothers clasped 
the cold forms of ther children 
to their arms and broke forth into wails 
of sorrow, or a brother bent over 
a sister, a husband identified a wife, a wife a 
husband. Strong men who stood by were 
moved to tears, One by one, however, they 
were recognized, until when tired night ar- 
rived there remoined about fifty to be tick- 
eted. At 12 o’clock, 
THE BOAT BEING FILLED, 

it was deemed advisable to start for the city. 
This was done slowly and cautiously, 
and as the steamer moved between 
the darkened banks the faces of 
the dead were but visible by the 
glimmering light of a few lanterns. The 
scene was more tombre than it had appeared 
at any time before. Few words were spoken, 
and the stillness was broken only by

or the splashing of the wheeis. The saddest 


scene on board the boat was that in 
the case of George Evans, of Mait- 
land street. He came on board where 
the bodies were lying, fearful that his family 
might be among the lost. After searching 
for a time he was about to turn away, when 
he discovered the corpse of his golden-haired 
littie girl. 
HE GATHERED HER IN HIS ARMS 
and sank down brokenhearted with grief. 
Beside the body lay that of another little 
child, whom Mr. Evans did not 
think belonged to him. An hour 
later, however, he took his handker- 
chief, and, ou wiping off the little face, 
he exclaimed: “My God, here's another 
little one of mine.” Sitting nursing and 
weeping over the inanimate forms of his two 
dead children, he remained for an- 
other hour. Near by lay the form 
of a woman, well-dressed and comely. 
SEARCHERS FOR FRIENDS 
came along one by one, peering wistfully 
into the upturned faces, and finally some 
one suggested that the watch of this lady 
be examined for initials. As the chain 
was being drawn out, Mr. Evans 
said, “I know that trinket. Merciful 
God! it’s my wife! Then my two other chil- 
dren are still in the water.” Sad sight! His 
wife and four children gone from him for- 
ever on earth. 
WILLIAM ECKERT, 
in an interview with a reporter 
related his experience as follows: 
all the way up from Springbank the pas- 
sengers swayed back and forth, from 
one side of the boat to the other, 
and the vesrel lurched heavily, and 
not a single effort was made 
to keep the passengers quiet. Capt. Rankins 
was atthe wheel. [While nearing the bend 
below the cove bridge, probably 200 vards 
west of it, a greater rush of the passengers 
than had hitherto been experienced took 
place, followed instantly by 
A CRACKLING NOISE. 

The women screamed, the children yelled, 
and for the moment the faces of several in 
my vicinity were ghostly pale. The scene 
was hightened by one jumping overbuard, and 
alwost instantaneousiy thereafter the posts 
which upheld the hurricane deck gave way 
in consequence of so many people holding on 
to them to save themselves from being swept 
overboard, and the deck itself 

FELi. WITH A CBASH 
upon the heads of those beneath it. All who 
could do so grabbed something to hold by 
and very many were drawn into the 
water by their nearest neighbors. 
Those who could swim were pre- 
vented from doing so, first, by the 
crash of the deck upon their heads, and sec- 
ond, in consequence of the crowd of people 
who were huddled together underneath the 
lumber. Then came a general crash, and 
the boat appeared to break up into 
several pieces, principally from stem to stern. 
The catastrophe was but the action of a 
couple of minutes. I was caught between 
two stanchions, and, after floundering about 
in the water for a few moments, managed to 
free myself from the débris and swam to the 
shore.“ 
NO MORE DESPERATE STRUGGLE 
for life ever took place than that in which 
Nicholas Wilson engaged immediately after 
the disaster. Apprehending the dangez, he 
told his newly-married wife to cling to tne 
railing, and a moment later he found himself 
floundering in the water. Strange to 
say, Mrs. Wilson was thrown directly into 
his arms, and, seizing her firmly, he struck 
out for shore. On the way, a strong big 
man, overcome with fear, seized him with an 
unshakabie grip by the throat for dear life. 
THE WHOLE THREE 

must inevitably have sunk but for Mr. Wil- 
son’s presence of mind in seizing the fellow 
with his teeth and biting with all his force. 
The hold was then relaxed, and, with weak- 
ened strength and still bearing his wife in 
his arms, he struggled towards the shore. 
Bat a few feet had been passed, however, 
before he was 

AGAIN SEIZED WITH A DEATHLIKE GRIP 
by adrowning man, and in the struggle he 
lost’ his wife. He reached the shore ex- 
hausted, and looked about to see his wife, 
saved in, some unaccountable manner, and

MR. AND MRS. JAMES LITTLE, 
an aged couple, were on the boat when she 
foundered. ‘The couple were-seated on the 
south side of the vessel, up-stalrs, when the 
boat careened. Just before the crash came 
the old gentleman looked around for some- 
thing to hang on to, and asked his wife to do 
the same. The words scarcely escaped his

Mrs. Little was caught hetween one of the 
seats and the wire netting, and sustained 
serious injury to her back. By dint of hard 
work, and after a tremendous and determined 
struggle for liberty, the old gentleman suc- 
ceeded in freeing his helpmate from the net- 
work and swimming with her to the shore. 
SHE WAS VERY MUCH EXHAUSTED 
when brought on the bank, and a conveyance 
was soon secured and she was taken home, 
where she lies in a precarious condition, 
MISS JESSIE cox, 
of Mount Bridges, gives a thrilling narrative 
of the scene of the disaster. She says the 
steamer came quietly up for a long distance 
from Springbank, and finally eommenced to 
rock from one side to the other, and the 
people were running about in a 
confused state. The boat smashed right 
square down. I was on the upper deck and 
there was great excitement. I was in com- 
pany with Mr. John Vickers, of Lobo, and 
he, seeing the danger, took hold of me and 
WE JUMPED INTO THE WATER. 

After struggling for a while I said: “John, 
save yourself, and I will do the same.“ 
Johu let go of me with a parting farewell, 
and that was the last I saw of him. I swam to 
the shore and a man held outa stick to me. 
The people around me were all on top of 
each other, the same as if the were in a well. 


The way 
I SAVED MYSELF 


was by getting clear of those who clung to 
me. The people were all clinging together, 
calling out, „Get off me,“ Help me, and 
ll help you,” “I am drowning,” “God 
have mercy on me,” “I know he will 
save me.” Thecries were soon stilled, and I 
do not think it was over a minute before all 
was still. The whole upper deck collapsed 
like an umbrella and hemmed in the crowd. 
THE LOSS. 
VARYING FIGURES, 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 

Lonpon, Ont., May 25.—At 2 o’clock 
the reporters for the different papers do not 
agree on number lost. One newspaper 
accounts for 192 bodies recovered and five 
people missing, while at another office the 
count figures up 205. In the 
temporary morgue at the drill-shed there are 
five bodies which have not yet been identi- 
fied. There were recovered from the vi inity 
of the wreck almost a wagou-load of hats, 
parasols, umbrellas, shawls, and other arti- 
cles of like character. 

THE CITY COUNCIL 
held two meetings to-day, and resolved to 
bear the expense of burying those whose 
friends were unabie to do so, and grant re- 
lief to those of the living who were in a 
destitute condition, 
TELEGRAMS OF CONDOLENCE 
and offers of substantia] assistance were re- 
ceived from nearly all the cities and townsin 
the Dominion. For those who are unable to 
purchase a burial lot one had been selected 
in Mount Pleasant Cemetery, on which i. is 
proposed to erect a suitable monument in 
commemoration of the sad event. 
AT A MEETING OF THE CITIZENS’ COMMITTEE 
it was resolved to observe to-inorrow as a day 
of general mourningand sorrow. There wil! 
be a general suspension of business. Several 
of the funerals will be conducted privately, 
though at this writing it is supposed that the 
most of them will be public. 
THE BADGES OF MOURNING 
are to be seen everywhere. On Oxford street 
every house in one block bears the insignia 
of death. There is scarcely a block in the 
residence portion of the city but what is 
more or less draped in mourning. Flags 
have been flying at half-wast all day long, 
and at intervals during the day the church- 
bells were solemnly tolled. 
MASS-MEETINGS

and benevolent societies were held this even- 
ing, and a resolution adopted extending con- 
dolence and promising an active and sub- 
stantial sympathy to those who may need as- 
sistance.

THE FATAL SPOT, 
ONE OF THE MOST SINGULAR ACCIDENTS IN 
HISTORY. 
Spectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribuna 
Lonpon, Ont., May 25.—The scene of the 
disaster is just below the railway iron bridge 
known as The Cove,“ and the stream 
is not over seventy-five yards at 
the widest point. The stream proceeds 
in a serpentine course from the place 
of the accident to the city. The 
sides of the stream at this point are 
a little precipitous, and the bed of the 
river, by the rise from the Water-Works 
dam, may be about twelve feet deep. The 
drowning took place not more than twenty 
feet from the shore. 
IT HARDLY WOULD ENTER INTO THE MIND 
of a person, to look at the wreck and see the 
surroundings, that 200 persons could be 
drowned in such a narrow stream, and so 
near the shore. It is not possi- 
ble. had the accident occurred in 
apy other place, unless at the Water-Works 
dam, that the people could have drowned so 
near the shore. The wreck of the boat 
showed a mere match-box construction that 
would tumble to pieces by any pressure. 
THE CONSTUCTION OF THE BOAT, 
even for river navigation, was universally 
condemned by the large crowd of spectators 
who viewed the scene of the wreck. 
Some of the knowing ones tell that 
last summer, when Hanlan, the oarsman,was 


here,the Victoria was in such a rickety 
condition that, on one occasion, while the 
wind was blowing rather feesh down 
the river, it was found necessary to tie her 
up to some cottonwood trees on the bank of 
the river, for fear she would blow over and

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ON HORROR“ S HEAD. 
AT 10 o’CLOQK A. M. 

Lonvon, Ont., May The work of se- 
curing the dead from under the wreck of the 
Victoria is still going actively on. One hun. 
dred and seventy bodies have been recovered 
and most of them brought to thiscity. All 
the undertakers’ shops are besieged, and 
coffins are going out by scores. The crowds 
at the river bank and the steamer landing 
have not diminished. Among the identified 
are two daughters of James Barns. The list 
of identified is still incomplete. A large 
number of bodies remain on the grounds at 
Sulphur Springs Baths, awaiting claimants. 

A FIELD BATTERY 
was called out this afternoon for the purpose 
of blowing up the boiler, under which sev- 
eral more bodies are supposed to be. A large 
number of remains were taken to the drill 
shed, there to await further action. People 
throughout the city feel stunned and stupe- 
fied by the blow, and weeping men are seen 
on every side. Up to the present time

TWO HUNDRED AND THIRTY-EIGHT BODIES 
have been recovered.

New York, May B.— The Public says: 
Last week the strong upward movement in 
the stock market continued, and the general 
reaction which many expected on Monday 
and Tuesday did not come. Prudent men, 
when asked for an explanation of this long- 
continued advance, answered. Windom and 
Europe.” There is alarge buying on account 
of former holders of Government bonds, who 
have sold out in order to escape the reduction 
of their yearly interest to 344 per cent, and 
there is also large buying on account of 
foreign investors. The exchanges for the 
week ending May 21 have hardly ever been 
exceeded. In the third week of Jan- 
uary and. the first week of March the 
amount was a little larger, but in each of 
those weeks exchanges outside of New York 
were smaller than they were last week, and 
transactions at New York were swelled by 
much larger dealings in stocks. In the first 
week of the year, with extraordinary annual 
settlements, the amount of exchanges was 
substantially no larger than last week, al- 
though the amount outside this city was 
greater. While New York and Boston are 
the cities which show the largest increase in 
comparison with last year, the returns show 
some increase greater or less at every city in 
the country, and in this respect are unusual-

NO ONE CAN EXAMINE THESE REPORTS 
without concluding that-the commerce and in- 
dustry of the country e, on the whole. more 
prosperous than ever before. There is consid- 
erabie speculative activity, but, on the whole, 
less than there was at this season last year, and 
in the stock market much less, although prices 
are vow advanc more rapidly than they were 
then declining. e exchanges, exciusive of 
those arising from stock transactions, have 
never been exceeded except in the first week of 
the year, and in some degree at other citics the 
amount has been increased by enormous trans- 
actions in Government bonds during tne past 
week, but the largest possible allowance 
on that account leaves a great 
increase in comparison with the 1 — 
week of last year in payments arising from an 
interchange of products. Prices have not been 
unduly inflated this season. but are perbaps 
about as big as at the end of May, 180, after 
the rapid decline which had then continued 
pearly two months.

FARRAGUT. 
THE STATUE. 

New York, May 2.—The statue of Ad- 
miral Farragut was presented to the city to- 
day at3 o’clock in Madison Square. Park- 
Commissioner Charles F. MacLean presided, 
and the presentation was made by William H. 
Hunt, Secretary of the Navy, on behalf of 
the Farragut Monument Association. Ad- 
miral M. smith unveiled the statue, and it 
was accepted by Mayor Grace. Joseph H. 
Choate delivered an oration, and the Rev. Dr. 
Taylor pronouned the benediction. There 
wus a large representation of military and 
naval officers present, besides detachments 
of United States soldiers and sailors. 

THE FARRAGUT MONUMENT ASSOCIATION, 
which presents to the city St. Gaudens’ 
statue of the first and farnous American Ad- 
miral, was formed iv 1871. In 1877 the then 
President, Gen. Dix, intrusted the work to 
the able hands of Augustus Saint Gaudens, 
an American sculptor, a pupil of Jouffroy. 
and the retiring President of the Society of 
American Artists. Mr. Saint Gaudens’ other 
work has brought him a high reputation 
both at home and abroad, and the present 
statue has received such high praise from 
competent French critics that we think we 
are not far wrong in expecting that the city 
will have in it one of its finest works of art, 
and the distinguished naval officer a memo- 
rial worthy both of his fame and what may 
be justly called the new school of American 
sculpture. Mr. Saint Gaudens finished his work 
in clay at his Paris studio in November, 1879. 
He made two plaster casts of it, one of which 
was exbibited at the French Salon last year, and 
the other sent to the foundry in Paris of Gruét 
jeune, to be cast in bronze. This work was com- 
pleted about the Ist of June, 1880. The plaster 
statue in the Salon, with Mr. Saint Gaudens’ 
other exhibits,—ioedallion portraits,—attracted 
much attention, and was the subject, among 
Other notices, of two highly eulugistic ones in 
L Art and the Revue des Mondes. The sec- 
ond name on the list of honurable mentions 
awarded by the French Government was that 
of the sculptor, he having received that bonor 
for both the statue and the portraits. 

MR. SAINT GAUDENS 


left France with the bronze for this country on 
the 6th of June last. On its arrival here the 
statue was tuken to the sculptor's larger. studio 
in the upper part of the city, had not been 
shown, and could not be seen by the critics until 
the moruiug of the day of unveiling. The work 
was to bave been unveiled last fall, but, owing 
to some Opposition in the Park Commission in 
reference to the unconventional shape of the 
ponsetns. the dute was unavuidably postponed.

THE STOCK MARKET STRONG AND PRICES 
ADVANCING. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

New York, May %.—The stock market 
was strong to-day at advancing figures, 
though the specialties were the favorits. 
Much strength was noticed among the divi- 
dend payers on both foreign and domestic 
orders, and the conseyuence was a higher 
range of prices. ‘The order in regard to the 
extension of the 5s and 6s by the Secretary 
of the Treasury having been generally closed, 
the investment orders for this class of securi- 
ties continued large. It was estimated that 
over $10,000,000 of the registered 5s were 
received for continuance beyond the 
amount fixed by the call. There were occa- 
sional reactions from realizations, but the 
tendency of the market was upward by 
reason of numerous and confident buyers.

THE MARKET OPENED HIGHER,

HOW IT IS DONE, 
A CRAZE CREATED TO THE GREAT PROFIT 
OF THE SHARPERS.

New York, May 2.—Wall street was 
amused to-day over the details of a grand 
„Scoop which culminated during the after- 
noon. Four or five eminently respectable 
firms in this city have had on their hands for 
a year or two past $7,000,000 of Boston, Hart- 
ford & Erie convertible bonds which they 
have been vainly endeavoring to get rid of 
at a profit. A few weeks ago they offered 
the lot at 57, which was then 3 per cent be- 
low the market quotation, but nobody 
would buy them. In the  extrem- 
ity they made a bargain with three 
well-known bear firms of brokers 
to manipulate the stuff. These began selling 
largely, aud the holders of the 7,000,000 began 
quietly marking up the price. The points 
spread like wiidtire, and orders to buy poured in 
from all over the country. The manipulating 
firms were 

ENABLED TO DISPOSE OF $4,000,000 
to the outside public at rates ranging up to 87, 
to which figures the bonds advanced in a jump 
of 18 points. To-day the pressure was too much 
for a Boston firm, and they suspended on a 
sbortage involving the loss of nearly $250,000. 
Up to this moment the story of the manipula- 
tion was not generally known, and the unusual 
movement in the bonds was accounted for by 
ALL SORTS OF RUMORS 

When the news of the failure reached tha 
street, fears were instantly entertained for the 
solvency of the three brokerage tirins alluded 
to, and a general rusd of buyers was made to 
their offices to demand settlement. To the con- 
sternation of everybody, every inquiry was met 
by a delivery of convertibie bonds furnished by 
the five holder firms, who are said thus to have 
succeeded in disposing of $4,000,000 worth at an 
average of about 75 percent. This was withine 
few minutes of the close of business. 
immediately fell to 84.

ALEXANDER SCHEM. 
HIS LIFE AND WORKS. 
New York Tribune, May 24. 

Alexander I. B. Schem, who died in this 
city on Saturday last, was born on the 16th 
of March, 1826, at Weidenbruck, in West- 
phalia. Aftera preliminary course of in- 
struction at the gymnasium of Paderborn, 
he studied theology and philology at the 
Universities of Bonn (1843-’45) and of Tul- 
rugen (1845-46). From 1849 to 1851 he was 
engaged editing Westphalian newspapers. 
Prof. Schem came to the United Statesin 
1851. He was for two years philological in- 
structor at the Mount Holly Collegiate In- 
stitute. In1854he became Professor of the 
French and German languages: at Dickinson 
College, Carlisle, Pa., and held the position 
until 1860. He then came to New York, and 
here devoted himself to literary pursuits. 
He wrote for the retigious and secular news 


papers, and at e time 
the Tribune the nefit of his 
learning and experience. In conjunction with 
Dr. George R. Crooks, Mr. Schem pubiisbed in 
1859. a Latin-English School Lexicon. He was 
also one of the editors of the Methodist and of 
the Methodist Quarterly Review. He was a con- 
tributor to 
VARIOUS ENCYCLOPEDIAS, 

furnishing much interesting matter on foreign 
topics. He wrote a number of articies for “ Mc- 
Clintock and Strong's Cyclopedia of Theological, 
Biblical, and Ecclesiastical Literature,”’—a 
work only just ＋ — Prof. Sohem also 

repared a revised edition of the Conversations- 

exicon in the German language in twelve 
volumes, published in 1869. He edited the “ Ec- 
clesiasticat Year Book,“ subsequentiy revised 
and republished as the American Ecciesiastical 
and Educational Almanac ”’ (1869). In connection 
with Mr. Henry Kiddie he edited Tue Cycio- 
pedia of Education (1877),—an extremely 
com preheosive and valuable work of reference. 
He also edited, with Mr. Kiddie, “The Year 
Book of Education.“ He edited the Tribune Al- 
manac for 1864 to 1866 inclusive, as well as The 
National Almanac,” Philadelphia, 1864. He 
contributed all the foreigr. matter to“ The Na- 
tional Register (Hartford, 1869). In 1869 Prof. 
Schem unadertook the editorship of “The 
Deutsch-Amerikanisebe Conversations-Lexi- 
con; and. with Prof. Barnard, the editorship 
of « Johnson’s Universal Illustrated Eucyclo- 
pedia.“ He also published the work known us 
*Schem’'s Statistics of the World.” 

In 1874 ne was appointed one of the seven As- 
sistant-Superintendents of Schools in New York, 
which position he beld until bis decease. His 
last work of importance was The Year Book 
ot Education above referred to. He comtem- 
plated a revision of this valuable work. 

Prof. Schem leaves a wife and children. He 
will be buried in Hoboken Cemetery to-day.

GRANT AND OONKLING. 

Mr. Conkling seems to be cavorting under 
the shadow of Gen. Grant's greatness. A 
private letter from the ex-President to Sen- 
ator Jones was published a few days ago, in 
which Gen. Grant expressed regret that cer- 
tain appointments had been made and certain 
others had not been made. It is rarely 
that one man does just precisely what 
another man would have done in the 
same position, and Grant’s letter was noth- 
ing more than an expression of opinion which 
one friend would freely make to another. 
It is very doubtful, however, whether Gen. 
Grant, though moved by friendship to Jones 
or sympathy for Conkling, would have made 
such a statement to the public, because he 
would have remembered that Garfield is the 
President; and, having had some exverience 
himself in that position. he would have taken 
into consideration the manifold embarrass- 
ments which a President encounters, and 
would have concluded that he ought not to 
interfere with possible injustice. Never- 
theless, this private and really unimportant 
letter was paraded in the public prints as an 
evidence that Gen. Grant is convinced that 
a cruel wrong has been done Conkling 
which threatens the very foundations of the 
Government. 

A little later on the announcement was 
made that Gen. Grant had been summoned 
to assist Conkling, and would shortly put in 
an appearance at Albany to lobby for his re- 
election. This was an advertisement that 
Conkling had uttered the cry, “Help me, 
Cassius, or I sink!” But the non-appear- 
ance of Gen. Grant at Albany is consequently 
an advertisement that the ex-President has 
not responded with the alacrity that was ex- 
pected of him. He has probably concluded 
that, since he is out of politics and gone into 
the railroad business, it is just as weil not to 
become complicated ina factional controver- 
sy. It may be, too, that Gen. Grant basa 
proper appreciation of the place he holds in 
American history, and thinks it would not 
be becoming in him to take a stand against 
the constitutional exercise of the executive 
function by the President of the United 
States, or even to champion the cause ofa 
local politician in his declared effort to an- 
tagonize the Republican party. Neverthe- 
less, Conkling has sought shelter under the 
broad wings of Grant. 

Contemporaneously with the arrival of 
Conkling in Albany, the Grant Club of that 
city issues an address in which the name of 
the great leader of the War is ostentatiously 
associated with Conkling’s, as though the 
two men were inseparable in prosperity and 
adversity, in past greatness and future 
destiny. It was U. S. Grant and Roscoe 
Conkling,” says this address, who, casting 
aside the indignities and insults that had 
been heaped upon them, entered the conflict 
and came to the rescue of the country.“ Who 
was it saved Indiana and Ohio? ask these 
gentlemen, and they answer in the same 
breath: “Grant and Conkling.” Grant 
and Conkling,” it is claimed. rendered 
services there which should ever make the 
Republican party their debtor.”’ Allof which 
merely goes to show that Grant’s strength is 
utilized tomake good the deficiencies of 
Conkling’s weakness. 

It is not surprising thatan intriguing and 
unscrupulous politician like Conkling snould 
employ all the adjuncts he can command to 
serve a present purpose. It does not follow, 
however, that his lavish use of Grant’s name 
in his behalf is either authorized or efficient. 
Gen. Grant has no reason to be especially 
grateful to Roscoe Conkling. It was largely 
through Conkling’s influence, which was ex- 
erted fora selfish purpose, that Grant was 
drawn into a scramble for the Chicago nomi- 
nation, which was unsuccessful because it 
would have been a violation of cherished and 
valuable precedent. It was due to the same 
influence, probably, that Grant was appar- 
ently indifferent to the success of the Re- 
publican ticket for some time after Conk- 
ling’s failure to secure him the nomination. 
Had Gen. Grant persisted in sulking, the re- 
sult might not have been to defeat Garfield, 
but certainly Gen. Grant would have lowered 
himself in the esteem of the American peo- 
ple, and his latest appearance in political 
life would have been associated in history 
with a narrow and contracted exhibition of 
personal spite. 

Itis really a piece of impertinence for 
Conkling and his friends to claim for their 
hero an equal amount of credit with Grant 
for saving the Republican party from defeat 
last fall. Mr. Conkling's app®arance in the 
campaign was about simultaneous with that 
of Gen. Grant, but that coincidence dbes not 
imply an equal division of ability and infiu- 
ence. Grant’s presence was certainly in- 
spiring, but there waa no such quality about 
Conkling’s appearance. Grant’s speeches 
were short, pithy, and directed with great 
force to the business sentiment of the coun- 
try. They made votes. Conkling’s speech- 
es were of the usual political mold, 
and had no greater force than hundreds of 
others of the same kind which were deliv- 
ered throughout the campaign. Conkling 
might have kept out of the field altogether, 
and Grant alone would have accomplished 
all that has been credited to them jointly. 
The Conkling forces were in line and doing 
their best long before their leader came to 
the front. Arthur, Cornell. Crowley, Platt, 
and the rest were working like Trojans be- 
cause they knew their own political fate de- 
pended upon the issue, and they were not 
disposed to sink in order to float Conkling. 
Conkling entered the lists in time to make 
good his claim of “‘bossing,” but it was 
Grant who summoned a new following, or at 
least infused energy into men who were 


We have had enough of the association of 
Grant and Conkling for the benefit of the lat- 
ter. If Mr. Conkiing cannot stand on bis 
own political legs, there is no reason why 
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latter’s shou'ders are broad, but there is no 
justice in imposing upon them all the dead- 
weight of Conkling’s blundeis.

THE CANADIAN CALAMI(TY. 

The later details of the accident at Lon- 
don, Canada, do not reduce the enormous 
sacrifice of human life. One hundred and 
seventy bodies had been recovered from the 
river at noon yesterday, and our midnight 
dispatches furnish even a greater number. 

Of course this terrible calamity is but a 
repetition of others tliat have preceded it, 
and which will continue to take place so long 
as the plainest laws of cause and effect are 
violated recklesly and without any legal in- 
terposition to prevent it. The facts are few, 
plain, and direct. An old, patched-up steam- 
boat, which should not have been allowed to 
transport human beings at all, was loaded 
down with 600 happy, enthusiastic persons, 
who had been spending the day in festivity. 
On the way the crowd, moving to one side of 
the deck, caused the boat to lean over, and 
in the rush to restore the equilibrium the 
rotten timbers of the vessel gave way, the 
boat fell to pieces, and the 600 passengers 
sunk with the broken wreck in from ten to 
twelve feet of water. The wonder is not 
that 175 persons lost their lives, but that the 
number was not twice as great. 

It has been just a year since a similar accl- 
dent, happening under similar circum- 
stances, and also on the celebration of the 
Queen’s birthday, happened near London, 
in England, and the loss of life was as great, 
if not greater. But similar occurrences have 
been so frequent that their repetition ceases 
to impress the public mind with the crimi- 
nality which marks the neglect to which they 
owe their happening at all. The Chicago fire 
was an extraordivary calamity, but its origin 
and its extent were plainly due to the negli- 
gence which invited them, and even now the 
City Council of Chicago are discussing the 
propriety of abandoning the rational legal 
precautions against its repetition, and of re- 
establishing the conditions which alone can 
make such a conflagration possible. 

What happened Tuesday at London, Can- 
ada, is liable to happen in Chicago, and at 
countless other places, at any time under 
similar circumstances. In Chicago, for sev- 
eral years, it has been the custom to run what 
are styled “excursion boats from this city 
to various points onthe lake. Though these 
had daily excursions, and at night as well as 
in the day, their harvests were generally on 
Sunday afternoons. It has been no uncomwon 
thing to see two of these boats leave Clark 
street bridge of a Sunday afternoon, each 
carrying from 500 to 800 passengers, and these 
piled up in crowds on all parts of the boats. 
Without referring this time to any particular 
boat, we may. add the notorious fact that 
none of them were safe boats,—that is, safe in 
construction, in their equipment, or in their 
machinery. We do not say that they were 
rotten and in danger of falling to pieces, but 
it only required any accident, however 
slightly out of the ordinary line, to have dis- 
abled, capsized, sunk, or destroyed them. 
In addition to the condition of the boats,— 
a condition fully notorious to those who took 
passage on them,—the crowds were so great 
that the likelihood of accidents such as de- 
stroyed the boat in Canada was greatly in- 
creased. 

This condition of things has gone on year 
after year, the patronizing public assuming, 
as was dove in Canada, that as the boats had 
not capsized or sunk they would not. We 


how long will it be before one takes place? 
We have not yet had to mourn the untimely 
loss of several hundred men, women, and 
children by the destruction of one of these 
excursion-boats, but how long will Chicago 
be spared such a wholesale loss of life? The 
violation of the same natural laws in Chica- 
go will produce the same resalts in Chicago 
as it did in the Canadian river. 

Nor is this danger corffined to Chicago and 
other large cities having river and lake nav- 
igation, and where boat-excursions are a pop- 
ular form of entertainment. In all parts of 
the West the like danger menaces the pub- 
lic safety. On Lake Geneva, and on a dozen 
other lakes in the interior of the North west- 
ern States, there are in use public boats for 
carrying passengers, and especially passen- 
gers in large numbers, whose use for such 
purpose is a criminal triflime with human 
life. At any time the news of the explosion, 
upsetting, or sinking of any of these boats 
may be expected. 

It is true, that despite the fact that these 
boats are notoriously unsafe, they are liber- 
ally patronized, but that does not release the 
Government from the responsibility it owes 
to the public. The law provides for a rigid 
inspection of all these boats, and the law pro- 
vides a limitation on the number of passen- 
gers that may be carried on each of them. 
This law is substantially a dead letter, and 
all kinds of rotten tubs are allowed to carry 
as many persons ascan be packed upon them. 
Now thata new season is about to open in 
the excursion business it is to be hoped the 
officers of the law will enforce a rigid in- 
spection of the whole fleet, allowing no one 
of them to leave the harbor without a certifi- 
cate of its actual condition, and with a dis- 
tinct notice of the number of passengers 
which each may legally carry. This may not 
secure safety, but it will at least be an effort 
in the cause of humanity to prevent the re- 
currence here of the cruel murder perpe- 
trated in the little Canadian town. 


WASTE AND THBIFT. 

The loss that is forever going on from the 
waste of careless and unintelligent labor has 
received an extraordinary illustration during 
late years by the thrift which has made cot- 
ton-seed an article of revenue. The separa- 
tion of the seed from the cotten-plant, by the 
invention of the cotton-gin, was an invalu- 
able discovery: it greatly added to the value 
of the cotton production of the United States. 
But it was not until long after the War that 
any successful use of the cotton-seed itself was 
attempted. The cotton-seed itself generally 
was a nuisance. Beyond its partial use as 
manure, it was considered valueless. But of 
late years it has become a valuable addition 
to the domestic products of the Southern 
States. The once despised cotton-seed has 
become an important article of commerce. 
First, it is exported to England, where for 
some years it has been employed under rude 
machinery in the manufacture of oil, which 
was sent to France and Italy to be used to 
mix with other oils. 
largely exported to France for the same pur- 
pose. Secondly. the seed is now used for the 
manufacture of oil in this country, and, alter 
several years of skillful experiment, there is 
now produced the finest and purest oiis. 
These American oils, because of their purity, 
are now in demand in France and Italy, 
where they form the basis of what is sold as 
olive oll, and where, because of their purity, 
they enter into general use as food. So great 
has been the substitution of pure American 
-cotton-seed oil for the olive oii in Italy, 
‘that the Italian Parliament has lately 
doubled the import-tax thereon,—it be- 
-ing stated that the American oll 
was largely superseding that which 


adulterated. The olive-growers of Italy have 
also obtained from the Parliament not only 
an increase of the protection on cotton-seed 
oil, but also on the cotton-seed. The olive- 
growers of Italy suffer from the competition 
of the cotton-seed of the United States.

The cotton-seed has also been utilized by 
its conversion into oil-cake, and this oil- 
cake, described to be of most excellent 
quality, has already become an article of ex- 
port, and is now sold in successful competi- 
tion with other cattle food, not ouly in Great 
Britain, butin Germany. Lastly, the seed, 
all that part of it not convertible into oil or 
vil-cake, Is converted into a compost, which, 
used as a manure, is especially adapted to 
the soils of the cotton-growing States. 

The point to which we sought to call at- 
tention was, that the cotton-seed crop, which 
is and has always been immensely abun- 
dant, and which comparatively a few years 
ago was a refuse waste, a burden upon the 
planter, has become an article of great 
profit, and 830 thoroughly has the 
waste been reclaimed, that every seed 
will be hereafter gathered and sold, adding 
its value to that of the crop. The product 
of the cotton-seed of this country is estimat- 
ed by hundreds of thousands of tons, and in 
its original state is worth possibly 810,000, 
000. Converted by machinery into oil, oil- 
cake, and manure, its value is increased by 
the labor bestowed upon it possibly five-fold. 

When the modern invention, now success- 
fully struggling into use in the Cotton States, 
and known as the Clement attachment, be- 
comes general; when by that discovery the 
cotton will be fed from the plant to the ma- 
chine; and, while being ginned, will by the 
same operation be spun into sliver and yarn, 
then the conbination of the cotton-plant and 
the cotton-seed, and their products, will give 
to the cultivation of that crop a new vigor 
and an increased profit.

AN INSIDE VIEW OF RUSSIA. 

The Paris correspondent of the London 
Times sends to that paper, May 10, a most re- 
markable letter from a Russian gentleman, 
filed with information bearing upon current 
events in that Empire. The letter derives 
unusual importance from the mystery which 
enshrouds everything in that country. The 
Government gives out nothing, and is rigid 
in its censorship of newspapers. The 
lower class are dumb, and in reality do 
not know what is going on, while 
among the higher classes there is such a 
feeling of distrust that even if a man knows 
what is going on he is unwilling to say so. 
Hence in the matter of news from Russia 
we are always either at one extreme or the 
other, and the dispatches therefrom are not 
only confused, but almost constantly con- 
tradictory. The value of this letter in giv- 
ing us an inside view of the condition of 
things is proved by the subsequent confir ma- 
tion of many statements which it makes. 

It has lately been stated that the reports of 
the Czar's fears for his personal safety are 
exaggerated, but this writer claims that they 
are not so. Though the Czar is a man of ro- 
bust frame and almost herculean strength, 
his departure for Gatchina was a veritable 
flight, and managed as adroitly as if he had 
been acriminal escaping from justice. The 
day when he was to start four Imperial 
trains were ostentatiously ready at four dif- 
ferent stations in St. Petersburg, with all the 
official and military attendants, and while 
the four trains were waiting the Emperor 
fled in a train, without attendance, which 
had been waiting at a _ siding.” At 
Gatchina he has kept himself al- 
most invisible and refused to see his 
officials, who have usually had free access, 
more than twice a week, and then only on his 
express orders. On the fortieth day’s mass 
for his father, he was absent, which wus an 
anusual violation of custom, and on Easter 
Sunday, when it has been the habit of the 
Czars to present themselves to their people, 
no one saw him. 

In the matter of constitutional govern- 
ment the Russian writer describes events 
just as they have happened. The story that 
the late Czar signed a Constitution on the 
day before his death he dismisses as abso- 
lutely false, and says that a Constitution will 
not and cannot be granted, for this reason: 
“There is in Russia such a variety of races, 
from the German-Poles and Old Russians to 
savages, that it would be impossible, nay in- 
sensate, to give them what is called elsewhere 
a Constitution. How can you give 
a Constitution to a country where 
there are still whole provinces which 
have not a Zemstvo?” What the 
Czar really signed was a ukase for the ap- 
polntment of a Commission to consider 
whether provincial institutions might not 
decide upon questions touching their local 
affairs, subject, of course, to the veto of the 
Czar. What has really beea done is just 
what this writer states—namely: an effort 
to create in every province a sort of local 
council to communicate its wishes to the 
Central Government at St. Petersburg, and 
exert a kind of local contrel over the re- 
sources of the province and their employ- 
ment.“ As our readers now well know, the 
effort was made at the instigation of Count 
Melikoff. The matter was considered in the 
Council of Ministers, and after a long 
discussion it was adopted, and the Czar 
instructed Count Melikoff to draw 
up a ukase embodying their decision. 
Suddenly came the news that Prince Bis- 
marek had interfered, that the matter wus 
dropped, and that Count Melikoff and the 
Minister of Finance, who was also warmly 
in favor of the project, vacated their seats in 
the Council. This result exactly confirms 
what the Russian correspondent declared, as 
follows: Moreover, this will only be done 
if the liberal influence prevails, for there are 
two active and ardent influences which by 
turns get possession of the Czar’s mind, and 
which are represented by Loris Melikoff on 
the one hand and by Pobedinestchef on the 
other. At present Melikoff is in the ascend- 
ant, but perhaps by the time these lines 
reach you this will have changed, for Ger- 
many is striving with all her might to pro- 
duce a reaction which would prostrate this 
country for a long time.“ The correspond- 
ent further declares that no relianee can be 
placed upon the story of the Czar’s antipathy 
to Germany, as he is more devoted to Em- 
peror William and more under the influence 
of Bismarck than his father was. 

His information as to Nihilism is no less 
interesting. He declares that it does not ex- 
istin the army, or the nobility, nor among 
the peasants, its ranks being recruited among 
students and other young men. He thinks 
it will be difficult to overcome Nihilism be- 
cause it is scattered in such small groups, 
that are only connected with each other by 
one member, so that those in one group do 
net even know those in the others, and he 
gives the following instances showing this:

public charity. Many are seriousiy and others 
slightly wounded; several were killed. Do not 
imagine I am ex rating; the picture is, alas! 
far below the reallty.“ We wished to express 
our borror by opening a subscription for the 
victims, but it was forbidden, and a Berlin tele- 
gram informs me that the banker Bieichroder, 
though Prince Bismarck's friend, deciares he 
cannot move ia the matter. 


It is a little curious that the writer of the 
above description, who seems to be so ac- 
curately posted about affairs in his country, 
did not take cognizance of one motive which 
has led to the Jewish persecutions, for, how- 
ever inexcusable it may be, it is a fact that 
has to be recognized in locating the responsi- 
bility for these outrages which have come to 
be so inhuman that they have brought down 
the indignation of the whole civilized worid 
upon the Government. This motive has 
been the financial relation between the 
Jews and the people. In Russia they are 
lenders of money, as they are everywhere, 
and the people, finding themselves burdened 
with debt to the Jews, who hold mortgages 
upon their property, have risen against 
them to prevent foreclosure, though they 
were legally bound by their agreements. 
There are mobs in Russia as in all other 
countries, and as the mob rose in this coun- 
try at the time of the labor-strikes and con- 
trolled them, so the mob has risen in Russia 
and employed its opportunities for cruelty 
and plunder to the very utmost, the work 
being the easier because the Government has 
not the disposition, or else has not the power, 
to protect the victims. 


Tue Administration Republicans in the 
New York Legislature are taking a bold 
stand against the reélection of Conkling and 
Platt. The Senate members of the Caucus 
Committee have refused to join in calling 
the caucus together, on the ground that the 
ex-Senators, in resigning, forced upon the 
Republican meimbers of the Legislature the 
alternative of supporting or antagonizing the 
National Administration,” and because they 
believe that, in such an emergency, no 
member ought to be excused by caucus 
action from individual] responsibility.“ The 
position is strong. It may be that the Conk- 
lingites will get a caucus together by a 
call signed by a majority of the Republican 
members, as it was Conkling who managed 
the choice of the present Legislature in order 
to assure to himself the appointment of an 
assistant Senator. But the same reason 
which the Senate members of the Caucus 
Committee have given for refusing to join in 
a regular call of the caucus will serve the 
other Administration members of the Legis- 
lature for their refusal to enter that caucus 
or abide by its mandates. Conkling has made 
a breach in the Republican party by resign- 
ing, and it is at once illogical and impertinent 
on his part to summon the power of the Re 
publican caucus now to enforce his individ- 
ual behest. He is bent upon mischief in any 
case, and the stronger backing he shall secure 
the greater mischief he will be able to do. 


Tue colored people are evidently deter- 
mined not to be behind their white brethren in 
the matter of music, and accordingly have just 
bad a musical festival, which, if not up to the 
Damrosch and Thomas standards, has met with 
great success, if we may trust to Louisville and 
Cincinnati papers.

A vnn illustrious scholar died recently 
in Berlin whose decease has not been noticed in 
the foreign dispatches, though it bas brought 
the tidings of the death of many less famous 
men. Adalbert Kuhn, who was the founder of 
comparative mythology, was born in 1812, and 
has passed his active life in Beriin as one of the 
teuchers of the Kölnische Gymoasium. He 
was the first, after the appearance of the Rig- 
Veda, who clearly defined the character of the 
Vedic tongue, and was also the first to give a 
detailed descriptionjof the old Indic civilization 
which has since attracted so much attention 
among scholars. He also discovered that the 
myths of the Teutons, the Greeks, and the Rig- 
Veda have much in common, which led to the 
science of comparative mythology. His Zeit- 
schert. which he commenced in 1861, bas always 
been an autbority among scholars, and bis paper 
upon Tue Descent of Fire is as famous as 
any of Max Miller's scientific papers. He was a 
very quiet, retiring man, but he will be long re- 
mombered as a scholar of profound learning and 
research.

Mapmp, May 25.—The second centenary 
anniversary of the death of Calderon, on 
May 25, was ushered in to-day by a salute of 
thirteen guns at daybreak. At 7 o’clock 
fourteen military bands assembied 
to play before the palace windows in 
the Piazza Oriente, dispersing aft- 
erwards through the streets and 
gayly playinginevery suburb. At 10 o’clock 
14,000 soldiers, chiefly infantry, artillery, and 
engineers, with bands playing and colors 
flying, came to occupy the streets from the 
Church of St. Jose, nearly opposit Sefior 
Sagasta’s official residence, in the broadest 
part of the Alcala street, all the way to 


THE PUERTA DEL SOL, 

and in the heart of Madrid to the door of the 
convent where Calderon is buried. Every 
housetop, window, and balcony was 
crowded as densely. as the streets, where 
the crowds were massed behind the splen- 
did line of troops. Flags and tapes 
tries hung from the windows. The 
nobility, especially during the week of the 
festivities, have been adorning the houses 
with tapestries of great value.

The Cardinal 
Primate, assisted by seven Bishops, the Royal 
Canons, the Rectors of every parish in the 
Capital, and nearly five hundred priests with 
their banners, crosses, incense-bearers, and 
choristers in surplices and full robes, as- 
sembled for mass, and in the procession 

NOT ONLY THE KING

THE CHANGE IN THE NORTHWEST- 
ERN MANAGEMENT. 

While the unexpected announcement of 
the resignation of J. D. Layng as General 
Manager of the Pennsylvania Company the 
day before yesterday caused general sur- 
prise in railroad circles, the announcement 
in yesterday’s TrRipuNe that it was 
the prevailing opinion that he would 
soon. assume the position of General 
Manager of the Chicago & Northwestern 
Railroad Company caused still greater sur- 
prise. It had been known for a day or two 
that Mr. Layng had been offered a leading 
pusition on a Western road, but there were 
few who had the least idea that it was a posi- 
tion of such vast importance. There were 
many who contended that the report must be 


false, as it was not likely that Mr. Marvin 
Hughitt, the present efficient General Man- 
ager of the Northwestern, would give way 


toanew man. There had been no intima- 
tion that a change in the management of the 
Northwestern was contemplated, and few 
would believe that.a change of this na- 
ture would be made In order to 
set all doubt about the matter at 
rest a TRIBUNE representative called at 
the Nortwesvern office yesterday to question 
Mr. Hughitt himself as to the correctness of the 
report. Wulle Mr. Hugbitt refused to either 
deny or contirm the report, it was evident from 
his demeanor that report is based upon 
facts, and that Mr. Layng is soon to be General 
Manager of the Northwestern. Mr. Hughitt 
said he could not with propriety talk about the 
matter at this juncture, but as soon as things 
had taken shape Tus Taipons would got all the 
desired infurmadon.

Hughitt, yet Tas TxHiscune thinks it can give a 
pretty correct idea of what the prograin is re- 
garding the change in the man ment ot the 
Chicago & Northwestern. Mr. Albert Keep, the 
President of the Northwestern, has long deen 
desirous of retiring from the active manage- 
ment of the road, and would have done 
so before now but for the entreaties 
of the stockholders and Directors of the 
road, who wished to retain him in the position. 
Mr. Keep, however, seems now to be determined 
to retire from the Presidency of the road. In 
canvassing for a successor it .was found that no 
more efficient or better man for that place could 
be selected than Mr. Hughitt, the present Gen- 
eral Manager and Vice President of the Com- 
pany. and the conclusion has been arrived at to 
elect bim President in place of Mr. Keep at the 
next annual meeting, wkioh taxes place two 
weeks from to-day. In looking for a man to 
take the place of Mr. Hughitt it was found that 
the services of Mr. Layng, who bas the reputa- 
tion of being one of the ablest General Mana- 
gers in the country. and whois just the man to 
assist Mr. Hughbitt in administering the affairs 
of this great corrporauon could be secured, and 
consequently the selection was made. 

This, no doubt. is the program which will be 
carried out at the next annual meeting of the 
Chicago & Northwestern. 


STOPPING A BAD PRACTICE. 

For some years past the railroads centering 
in this city have been greatly annoyed by the 
practice of lumber-shippers of loading other 
goods than lumber in lumber cars that pay a 
rate without stating in the way-bills that such 
other goods were contained in the cars. In 
some instances cars were invoiced as con- 
taining exclusively lumber, when they did 
not contain one pound of lumber. In this 
way the railroads were defrauded of a great 
deal of money. All efforts to stop this prac- 
tice have failed, and finally the roads ap- 
pealed to the Lumbermen’s Exchange to 
take some decisive action regarding this mat- 
ter. In accordance with this request, the 
Directors of the Lumbermen’s Exchange at 
their last meeting passed resolutions that cars 
billea as lumber must contain only such arti- 
cles as come under the head of lumber. Pur- 
suant to that action, Mr. G. W. Hotchkin, 
Secretary of the Lumbermen’s Exchange, bas 
just issued the foliowing circular to luimber- 
dealers of Chicago: 
It has come to the knowledge of your Board 
of Directors of the Lumber — that in 
various cases Ss not prose longing 
under the classification of lumber bave been 
loaded in lumber cars and sent forward with no 
intimation of any goods other than lumber being 
in said cars, thus depriving the railroads of the 
due freight on said goods, and remonstrance 


by railroads interested therein, your Directors 
have passed the ores resolution, which 
they request most earnestly that you will see is 
strictly conformed to in all cars loaded by you: 

Resolved, That cars billed as lumber must 
contain only lumber, lath, pickets, ny 
sash, doors, blinds, moldings, cedar posts, an 
eave-troughs. 

Lumber and its collaterals embrace caly 8 m- 
ber, lath, pickets, shingles, sash, doors, blinds, 


If, however. any other goods are put in lumber 
ears for the convenience of your customers, 
then. in all and every such cas, the quantity 
and kind must be placed on final bill. 

It is the request of the Board of Directors that 
all shipments of paper, paint, lime, hair, lath, 
cement, nails, furniture,and every other kind 
of freight (except that classified as lumber) 
shall in 82 and kind be specifiedon final

WESTERN TRUNK LINES ASSOCIA- 
TION.

THE NEW BIBLE. 


Some of the Changes Explained by the 
Rev. Herrick Johnson. 

At the Wednesday evening prayer-meeting at 
the Fourth Presbyterian Church last evening, 
the Rev. Herrick Johnson, the pastor, according 
to announcement, selected as the subject of a 
short discourse The Revision of the New Tes- 
tament.” He was favored with an unusually 
large audience, among whom were many strange 
faces. 

The opening exercises consisted of singing and 
prayers by Messrs. Judson and McDivitt, which 
yere appropriate to the occasion, after which 
Mr. Johnson spoke in a conversational way. He 
said that the earnest prayers were a fitting 
preface to what he might say about 
the new revision, for they bespoke a 
readiness to welcome the New Testament in 
its amenged form, and were the manifestations 


of a disposition to accept it,—a book which the 
church bad always been ready to defend when 
attacked. 


THE REVISION, 

he said, was no new thing, but was about as old 
as the new covenant. e second eentury had 
given the worid a revision, and following this 
dad been revision after revision, each of 
which differed somewhat, for they bad been 
translated from different tongues. The latest 
revision, therefore, he ed to say, 
should not startle ua, for we were not the wor- 
shipers of any particular text or form, but of 
the truth. There might be something startling 
to some at first, but there was not to him. The 
law of association, and the sacredness of the as- 
sociations, tended to hold us to the old revision 
of the Bible, and the fact that our mothers and 
fathers had taught us from and familiarized us 
with certain texts made its very phraseology 
dear tous. It would startle some, no doubt, to 
miss a certain phrase from its pages, but 
the revisers in their wisdom had kept 
the law of association in view, and 
had preserved all of the old associations that it 
was possible to do without sacrific the truth. 
They had retained, for instance, “Our Father 
which art in Heaven,” and other innocent archa- 
iems, for the sake of association. While the 
word “which’’ had given way to “ who” in com- 
mon usage, it was well enough that the language 
was left unchanged, for it did no harm 80 long 
as it did not pervert the truth.

made by the revis ers, such as the word “ quick” 
in connection with God's name, which had been 
changed to living.“ and the text Take no 
thought of the morrow,” which bad been 
changed to Be not anxious for the morrow.” 
These and similar changes did not destroy the 
truth, but their tendency was toward simplify- 
ing it. Literally interpreted, such words and 
texts bad convered a meaning different from 
what had been intended, and it had been neces- 
sary to explain them to children, but with the 
changes these explanations were done 
away with, and for this reason de wel- 
comed them, he thought the world 
should welvome them for the same reason. But 
there was another reason why they should be 
welcomed, and one equally important, which 
was that it would effectually do away with the 
habit of illiterate ministers expiaining the 
scriptures, many of whom in their explanations 
and 1 nce gave words a meaning never 
intended, and, too often. perverted a grand 
truth. He did not think now that they would 
have the presumption to undertake explana- 
tions, and this was au incalcuilabie gain. Then 
the sac shown for the 
in the revision, he thought, was a 
thorough vindication of the revisers and their 
work. He could foresee, however, how sume 
might ask. How do you know that we now 
bave the truth?” But the answer to this was 
the demand of Protestantism for an iatelligent 
faith, and he thought none but the su tious 
and ignorant advance such a question.

BOUND TO HAVE A FAIR.

Boston, Mass., May 25.—The first important 
step in the movement toward the holding of the 
World's Fair in Boston in 1885, which has been 
considerably discussed of late, was tuken this 
evening. In response to a call issued by the 
Presidents’ of the ten mercantile and com:

prominent business-men and manufacturers 
assembied at the Hotel Vendome for the pur- 
pose of talking the matter over.

THE BATTLE OF SHILOH, 


No Surprise About It. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune, 

MADISON, Wis., May 23.—It is now over nine- 
teen years since the battie of Shiloh was fought, 
and the question whether the Union army was 
surprised on chat occasion is to-daydiscussed 
with as much bitteraess of feeling as at the time 
the engagement took place, It was not my in- 
tention to take any purt in the controversy; but, 
seeing and hearing so many statements rela- 
tive to that struggle which I know to be unjust 
towards the great Captains who command:d the 
Union forces in that memorable contest, I 
thought a statement or the facts which came 
under my immediate observation before and 
during the battle would not be deemed 
out of place at this time. It 
may be that our commanders did 
not expect a general attack from the enemy 
then in our front, and perhaps were somewhat 
deceived that battle was given at that time. 
But the charge that there was no precaution 
used to prevent a surprise is absolutely without 
even the color of truth. It was notorious in our 
camps at the time that the euemy was in force 
at a place calied Pea Kidwe, distant about four 
miles frum our eucampmeant, and it was equally 
well known to us that a portion of Gen. Sher- 
mau's command bad quite af affair with the en- 
emy near that piace on the tu of April (two 
days before the battle). A report of this engage- 
ment made by Gea. Sherman to the Assist- 
ant Adjutant-General of the district, dated on 
the 5th of April, can be seen in “Shermans 
Memoirs.“ first volume, pages 24-5. 

The night before tne battie our advance lines 
were doubly picketed,—a precau Won never taken 
but when danger is immiueut. On Sunday mora- 
ing our line of battle was formed about 7 
o'clock, and not a sheet was fired even on the 
picket line until about 8o'ciock. At (hat hour 
the firing of the pickets commenced, and our 
men moved out to their support. Between the 
picket line and our camps oecurred sume of the 
bardest fighting of the day. The ground be- 
tween those points bore ample testimony of this 
factin the number of dead bodies wearing the 
blue and gray uniforms. I superinteuded the 
buriai of the dead on the left of our lines the 
day following the battle, aud know whereof I 
write. 

At an early hour of the day many of our nien 
threw down their arms and fell back on Pitts- 
burg Landing, and of course made reports there 
which would justify them in beat absent from 
their ightwe comrades: but the great body of 
our men fought with a courage and determina- 
tion which Luever saw equaled. Grant's forces 
on that day amounted to g. men. The enemy 
numbered 49,000,—13,000 more troops than we 
had,—yet at 6 o'clock in the afteracon 
our hive was more compact than at 
any time «during the day, and every at- 
tuck made after that hour was easily repulsed. 
They were in their own country, soto speak. Our 
forces were without diseipline: but few of them 
were ever under fire before that day. If taken 
by surprise under such circunistances ft would 


have been an impossibility to have held the Geld . 


as — did. The rank und ue of our army ex- 
bibi fighting qualities on that occasion which, 
in my Opinion, were not equated during the War. 
I-know a great many of them personally, but I 
don t know one of them wo has yet discovered 
that be was surprised. It is those who were not 

there that cun give information on that point.

DEUCHFIELD’S PATENT. 


More Trouble Ahead for the Millers 
Who Have Used the Patent Without 
Paying Hoyalty.

Sr. Paul., Minn., May 25.—P. D. Mickles, 
who represents Lemuel W. Bignall, the As- 
siguee of the Deuchfield patents in St. Paul, 
has arrived here for the purpose of filing an 
additional bill of complaint in the United 
Circuit Court against George H. Christian 
et al. in the numerous cases commenced 
against the millers in Minneapolis and 
throughout ores The cases are 80 
prominent their particulars are well 
known among the legal fraternity. In the 
year 1858, or thereabouts, a gentleman 
named Deuchfield, of Oswego, N. Y., in- 
vented a process for cooling and dry- 
ing meal, which he duly patented, 
and before his death, which occurred 
a few years since, assigned to Mr. Bignall. It 
appears that a great many millers recognize the 
value of the pateat, which did not expire until 
April, 1879, and adopted it without,so Mr. Big- 
nall says, giving value received. Suits were 
commenced against many millers at least seven 
years ago, and one of them has at last reached 


the Supreme Court of the United States, from 
which a final judgment, which cannot fail ia 
intluencing the pending cases, is soon expected. 
Meanwhile Mr. Mickies is at work entering new 
bilisagainst such millers as he discovers who have 
used the patent, both in Minnesota and Wiscon- 
sin. The sum involved by this time reaches at 
least $1,000,000, probably more. The National Mil- 
lers’ Association bave assumed charge of the 
defense. In the suits in the Court in this cir- 
cuit James C. Haynes, of Minneapolis, is solicitor 
for the complainants, and Geo Harding, of 
New York, represents the defendants. Mr. 
Mickies says that decree after deere has been 
rendered in favor of the complainant, who, be 
further avers, is sure to win iv the end. A Mas- 
ter in Chancery bas estimated that by the use of 
the Deucatield patent a saving equal to one bar- 
rel n 600. or one-six hundredth of the entire pro- 
duct, is effected for the manufacturers.

On the Mth there was 
a slight sprinkle of rain, but there has been none 
since. The average humidity has been very low, 
ranging from 48 to 7. while for the past ten 
days the weather bus been steadily clear or fair. 
The temperature yesterday was very much 
above the average of the month, being 70 de- 
grees in the afternoon. At Milwaukee, which 
was the coldest place noted, the mercury 
stood at 59; at Marquette, the warmest place in 
this district, its at 86. The officer in charge 
of the Bureau at night predicted rain within the 
next few days. This, without reference to the 
scientific apparatus. Vennor says for the last 
of May: “ Between the 20th and 25th the weather 
probably will be cool. The month willend hot 
and sultry.” 

THE HALE BUILDING SOLD. 

To show the faith which there is in wing 
Chicago, it is but necessary to state that Mr. 
Hiram Sibley, the well-known millionaire seeds- 
man of Rochester N. Y., has just investea 
$122,500 in spot cash for the building known as the 
Hale, Nos. 200, 202, 204. and 206 Randolph street. 
The transaction was closed — and the cash 
paid down for this weil-known aud valuable 
property. which will hereafter be known as the 
Sibley Building, and in it the firm of Sibley & 
Cu. will carry on the Western 22 of their 
immense business, which is under the superin- 
tendency of Mr. S. Savage. a resident of this 
city. Mr. Sibley is a geutieman over 70 years of 
age, but has the enterprise of youth, and wasa 
few years ago the owner of the Atlanta & Ubar- 
lotte. N. C., Air-Line Railroad, which he sold to 
the Richmond & Danviile Kailroed Company for 
$6,000,000, after having expended $2,000,000 in the 
former purchase, and $2,000,000 more in improv- 
ing it, clearing by the transaction $2,000,000. Mr. 
Bibley is also the owner of vast pine lands and 
sait propertics in Michigan, and bis real-estate 
interests in Chicago 7124 to become greater. 
The house of Sibie Co. has been represented 
in this city by Mr. Savage for severul years past. 
THE IMPROVEMENTS ON THE CHICAGO HARBOR 
have dragged wearily along for years, owing to 
the insufliciency of the appropriations. the 
great bulk of the money expend for interval 
improvements being thrown into muddy creeks 
barely navigable for catfish, but valuable for 
securing appropriations to be spent among the 
Representatives’ constituents. The work al- 
ready done on the Chicago system of harbor 

rotection bas been valuable, but now another 

eature is to be added which will be generally 
weicomed among vessel-men. Maj. Lydecker, the 
United States Engineer in charge of the work, 
some time ago madeareport on this work, in 
whieh be recommended the building of a strong 
breakwater running toward the soutbéast, about 
midway between the lighthouse and the crib. 
The heavy storms inthis section are from the 
northeast, and this breakwater will serve to 
break the waves and offer additional protection 
to the pier running south parallel with the shore. 
An appropriation has been made for this addi- 
tional work. and its construction will be vigor- 
ously pusbed by Maj. Lydecker during the sum- 
mer. The breakwater will be solidly built, and 
will be, when completed. 5,526 feet long. The sum 
of $260,000 is availiable for the work this year. It 
is expected that 2,500 feet will be completed be- 
fore navigation closes. Two cribs are already 
built and ready to sink, and the contracts for 
the timber, iron, and stone have already been 
let. Much of the material is on the ground: 
This work will be of great advantage to the 
shipping interests, as it will render the outer 
barbor safe and secure from the most severe 


storms. 

Work is also to be pressed in the 
outer harbor hereand at South Chicago. In the 
Chicago Harbor about 200,000 ya will be 
dredged, for which $45,000 ia available. About 
$20,000 will be expended at South Chicamo, the 
work being confined to the barbor, of which a 
considerabie sum will be used for building 250 
feet of additiona! breakwater.

STREET RAILWAYS. 
WEST SIDE EXTENSIONS. 

The interest which has been taken in the do- 
ings of the West Division Railway Company for 
some time past by the residents of the West 
Side, especially those in the vicinity of Central 
Park, inspired a reporter on last evening to seek 
information through the medium of Superin- 
tendent Lake concerning the Company's pros- 
pective improvements and its views on Ald. 
Everett's petition asking fort hrough cars to 
Central Park on Madison street. 

In a brief interview Mr. Lake stated that he 
had not seen or heard of the petition, and on 
being informed as to its nature said; “ We will 
not change our system of transfer to pleuse a 


tew individuals who probably at some time or 
other were disappointed inacar. The systemis 
now perfect, and is a great accommoda- 
ation to the peopie, the majority of whom ap- 
preciateitas such. When there are oniy a few 
to ride, we have only a small number of cars; 
but when the passengers multiply we increase 


the means of transit accordingly. 


At present,” the Superintendent continued, 
“the Company is doing all in its power to meet 
the public demand, and this season it has done 
more than any other for years past. The Lake 
street line is complete as far as we are con- 
cerned. We are waiting only for the city to con- 
nect the East and West Sides with the bridge 
track, and I uoderstand that the authorities will 
be ready by Thursday: if they are are we will 
star: cars Saturday morning and have the track 
in smooth condition for Sunday travel. On this 
line we will place twenty regular cars, or one 
car at an interval of four minutes. In conjunc- 
tion with the Randolph street line, the ruoning 
time west of Union Park will be two minutes. 
At Western avenue the transfer system will be 
adopted for the present. 

“In the southwestern part of the city 
we are also making improvements. On 

en avenue we are extending the 
line from the present terminus, Western avenue, 
to the suuthwestern boundry of Douglas Park, a 
distance of one mile. This is now complete and 
cars willbe rolling over the new road Sunday, 
Not only the travei on Ogden avenue will de 
benefited by this extention, but also that on 
Twelfth street, for the passengers of both lines 
will be transferred to the park cars. 

We have now in contemplation thé laying of 
a double track on Madison street, from Rock- 
weil street to the Trotting Park, and when tne 
work is finished we will run as many cars as the 
demand requires. 

“ Aside from our road-building we have in 
process of erection many stabies and shops. At 
the corner of Stanton and Park avenues a 
three-story repair shop, 100 by 125 feet, is be- 
ing ouilt, and an additional stable at 
the corner of Western avenue and Washington 
street, 90x100, with a capacity of stalling 100 head 
of horses. On the coruer of Ogden avenue and 
Thirteenth street the Company is erecting a 
stable, 126x95, with a capacity of 125 head of 
horses, and is about to let the contract for the 
building of a stable and car-bouse for the Iudi- 
ana street line, the site of whieh has got yet 
been selected. We have in use at present 2,306 
horses, of which 820 are running on Madison and 
KRKundolph streets, 213 on Blue Island avenue, 118 
on Vau Buren street, 208 on Milwaukee avenue, 
lll on Chicago avenue, 165 on Indiana street, 201 
on Ogden avenue and Twelfth street, 205 on Hal- 
sted street and Canalport avenue, and at pres-

Yesterday afternoon the Directers met again 
and elected C. B. Holmes, - pees Superin- 
teudent, General Manayer of Company. Mr. 
Holmes does not resign the position of General 
Superintendent, but holds both offices.

THE CABLE ROAD. 

The South Side publio is absorbed in the pro- 
posed substitution of the cable system of rapid 
transit for the vounding horse-car, and Super- 
intendent Holmes is pus the seheme for- 
ward as rapidly as possibile. efirat city which 
udopted the cable system was San Francisco, 
and it has proven an unqualified success as far 
the steep grades and uneven streets of that city 
are concerned. Superintendent Holmes, of the 
South Division Company, bas visited the coast 
several times during the past winter to examine 
the workings of the system, and he is quite en- 
thusiastic, expressing the  beliel i 
can be operated as well in 
in San Francisco. To put 
in operation here a company has been organized, 
Mr. 8. B. Cobb has been elected President, and 
the new road is to be established ata cost of 
about $3,000,000 before the winter of 1881 sets in. 
in a conversation with a reporter, Superintend- 
ent Holmes volunteered some information re- 
garding the new system which may be of inter- 
est to residents of the South Side. Work is to be 
begun this week at the junction of State street 
and Harmon court, botb north aud south, ex- 
tending to Madison and Thirty-ninth streets. 
The new system will be put in operadon on ul 
of the South Side streets and avenues en which 
street-car tracks are laid with the exception of 
indiana avenue, where the switches make its 
operation impossible. It is expected that within 
a year or two the systeto will be iu complete 
operation. The same cars no in ute will be 
utilized, and the usual fare of five cents will be 
charged. ‘Two engines. of 500 horse-power each, 
will furnish the steam-power for the operation 
of the State street line. They are to be placed 
in the new buiiding which is in process of erec- 
tion on the site of the old barn, corner of State 
and Twenty-first streets. They are already to 
be put in place, and were built at tne Union 
Foundry Works. Eighteen miles of steei wire

A STRANGE CASE. 


A Man Now Serving a Life Sentence in 
the Kentucky Penitentiary for the 
Murder of a Person Now Alive and 
Living in Cleveland. 

Special Dispatch to The Ohicago Tribune. 
CLEVELAND, O., May 2%.—A strange case 

came to light here to-day in the shape of a 

man serving out a life sentence in the Ken- 

tucky State Prison for the murder of a per- 
son who is to-day alive and walking the 
streets of Cleveland. Constable L. B. Whit- 

ey, of Cleveland, received a letter from John 

Soard, dated State Prison, Frankfort, Ky., 

May 19, 1881.” The letter is a long, ram- 

bling, disjointed account of a murdered man 

being found in Casey County a year ago. 

Parties identified the dead man as L. B. Whit- 

ney, and so testified at the Coroner’s inquest, 

and the fact that Soard was known to be in the 
employ of Whitney from 1875 until 1877, and 
that Whitney was known to have considerable 
money with bim at times, and that Soard had 
for the past three or four years been under po- 
lice surveillance, and was a proscribed charac- 
ter, pointed towards him as the victim, He 
states that he was arrested and convicted of be- 
ing the murderer upon circumstantial evidence, 
and that five months ago he was sentenced to 
the State's Prison for life. Soard states in his 
letter that it was fully established at the trial 
that the body found was Whitney's; that be pro- 
tested his innocence, but it was useless; 
and that he had lately beard that the 


supposed murdered man was living in Cleveland, 
and de is in hopes that the matter can now be 
cleared up. hitney was tormerly in the 
Secret-Service. Cinciunati was his head- 
quarters. Kentucky at that time was infested 
with counterfeiters, wno made Cincinnati their 
mart.

WINDOW-GLASS. 


The Pittsburg Manufacturers Decide 
to Close Their Works tor the Sum- 
mer a Month Earlier Than Usual—

The leading produce markets were very nerv- 
ous and unsettled yesterday. The principal 
cereals were active, with strength in wheat, 
weakness in corn, and an easier average on oats, 
but the latter steady. Provisions were lower, 
the currentiy aecepted reason therefor being 
given in the words, too many hogs,“ which was 
helped by a Liverpool decline of 4d in lard. 
There was not much doing in bog product, spec- 
ulative buyers being scarce, and packers did not 
admit that there was anything doing 
privately for export. In fact the 
largest house here had “not a single 
order.” Wheat was excited, at a much higher 
range, with a firmer tonein London and Liver- 
pool. There were a good many buying orders, 
both from the seaboard and from country points. 
As they came in all together at the outset there 
was a good deal of competition to buy, and the 
market fell back after they were filled. The 
longs sold freeiy. Corn was weakened by a fur- 
ther improvement in the grading; about three- 
fourths of the receipts were No. 2, or better, 
against two-thirds the previous day; also the 
car - loads received showed an increase. Oats were 
in large current supply, and the prospect 
weakened futures in sympathy with corn. 
Mess pork closed 10c lower, at 616.280 16.0 for

Oats closed strong at 30e for May, 374% @37T Ke 
for June, and e for Aurust.

Barley 
closed at %5c bid for No. 2 cash, with sellers of 
No. 3at 85c and No. (at 700. Hogs were 5@10c 
lower, at $5.75@6.10 for light and $5.75@6.35 for 
heavy. Cattle closed 5@10c higher. Sales 
were at $1.75@6.10. 

Dry goods met with a more generous demand 
than is usual to the season. Not many buyers 
were present in person, but mail and telegraph 
orders were numerous, and in most departments 
the salesmen were kept pretty busy. Prices 
ruled steady. There was a moderdte movement 
in staple and fancy groceries, and most lines 
were firm. Sugars remained strong under a 
good demand and light supplies. Coffees were 
again quoted dull and heavy, the supply being 
large and the demand very much restricted. 
Teas were fairly active and firm. No changes 
were noted in the dried-fruit market. Fish also 
were quoted as on the day before. Butter was 
fairly active, and was held at tull prices. There 
was continued dullness and depression in the 
cheese market, and lower quotations were given. 
There was a quiet aud unchanged market for 
bagging. Oils were moving freely at generally 
steadg rates. Coal and pig-iron were quiet and 
nomMally unchanged. 

The hay market is largely overstocked, and as 
a result prices have a drooping tendency. 
Broom-corn is active and steady, without 
change in rates. A good order trade exists for 
drugs and chemicals, prices remaining the same 
as last week. Grease and tallow are steady, 
trade being irregular. Hides show a little 
more life, No. I's being quoted \e better, 
though there are few of this grade in the 
market. Green-cured heavy and damaged are 
also marked up e per Ib. There is no change 
to note in metals and tinners’ stock, which are 
active atthe rates ruling for the past week: 
Potatoes are steady at quotations. In wovl, 
dealers report a fair amount of trade, altbough 
the prices obtained are very low, in gympathy 
with the trade at the East. Seeds were steady 
for ciover at $4.00@4.15 for prime, a little more 
active for timothy, and easy for flaxseed at 
$1.15. Hungarian was a trifle stronger. 

Lake freights were firmer, there being a scarc- 
ity of room as compared with the demands of 
shippers. The Buffalo rate on corn was 4c, sev- 
eral vessels being taken at that rate, and 460 
was understood as the rate for wheat. Four ves- 
sels have chartered for Buffalo with corn at 4c, 
and one each for Kingston and Sarnia on through 
rate. Coarse freighis continve firm, there being 
c generally acknowledged lack of vessels, es- 
pecially in the lumber-carrying trade. Total 
grain capacity chartered yesterday, 174,000 bu 
corn.

Through freights are 
quoted at 500 on provisions to Liverpool and 66c 
do to Antwerp. Fiour freights are quoted at 42c 
to Liverpool and 500 to Glasgow.

Estimating 3,000,000 ‘bu for the increase in 
Dakota (it has been stated at 5,000,000), we have 
an increased yield of eight and a quarter million 
bu in 1880 over 1879. 

The receipts of flour in this city from Sept. 1 
to May 1 bave been 3.201,00 bris, and of wheat 
14,153,852 bu. Total, equal to 28,828,532 bu wheat. 
The receipts for the corresponding eight months 
a year previous were 2,338,517 bris flour and 
20,998,090 bu wheat: total, 31,421,416 bu. These 
figures show a decreased movement equal to 
2,502,884 bu wheat, estimating 4% bu to the bri of 
flour in each case. 

We have not at hand the figures for Milwau- 
kee, but they would bear strongly in the same 
direction as those of Chicago. Either there was 

mistake in the statistics of yield, ora great 

eal more spring wheat remains bebind than 
there was a year ago. The current reports and 
present movement do not indicate that there is 
much of a surplus of wheat yet to come for- 
ward, either winter or spring. Buta good many 
peopie are arriving at the conciusion that the 
yield of last year was largely overes- 
timated. It is also becoming probable that 
the early harvest of 1880 wili be fol- 
lowed by a late one im 1881, giving a con- 
sumption of fully thirteea months on the last 
crop.

A KIDNAPER FOILED. 

In the cases ot Constables John Laugblin and 
Corrigan, indicted for attempting to kidnap Al- 
fred Seymour, Mr. Munn offered a plea of guilty 
in behalf of Laugblin in the Criminal Court yes- 
terday on condition that the indictment be dis- 
missed as to the other defendant, it being repre- 
sented that the latter wasin no wise criminally 
implicated. Upon this plea Judge Hawes pro- 
ceeded to hear the testimony. Alfred Sey- 
mour, the prosecuting witness, a fine 
looking gentieman of about 60 years, 
testified that on the night of Oct. 20 the defend- 
ants came to his residence in Hyde Park, and 
that he met Corrigan at the door, who said his 
name was Kukuliasky, and, putting his hand on 
his shoulder, claimed bim us his prisoner. Wit- 
ness said: “What is it? I am ready to go.” 
Whereu Corrigan produced a warrant signed 
by D. Harry Hummer, Justice of the Peace, 
South Chicago. They told him that they were 
going to tuke him to South Chicago, and he went 
to get ready to take the train, which would start 
in a few minutes. When he got to the door 
he found a carria waitine. and he and Cerri- 
gan got in it, and Laughiin got up with the 
driver and ordered him to drive o a neighbor- 
ing saloon. They drove to the saloon and aim- 
lesty around for halt an hour. Witness finally 
asked what Laughlin had to do with the matter, 
but wot no satisfactory answer. Upon arriving 
at the Fitty-seventh Street Station Laughlin 
commenced talking about going to Cincin- 
nati, and Seymour asked by what au- 
thority they proposed to tuke him out 
of the State, and told them he would 
not go to Cincinnati alive. Laughlin then pro- 
duced a pair of handcuffs, and asked. Do you 
want me to pet these ou?’ Witness reiterated 
that he would not go alive, whereupon Laugh- 
lin presented a pistol at his bead. After some 
flourishing of the weapon, Seymour asked the 
stauiionkeeper to send for Col. Thompson, an at- 
torney. Laughlin then directed that the Cincin- 


nati train be signaied, and seized the 
witness and attempted to force him on 
the train. Col. Thompson arrived in 
the meantime and seized Laughlin’s 


arm, whereupon Laughlin turned upon him with 
the pistol and threatened to soot him, and in 
the mélée the train was held, and a policeman 
arrived and arrested Laughiin. Corrigan then 
proceeded with the witness to the city, where he 
was admitted to bail, the warrant charging that 
he was a fugitive from justice, having fled froin 
Onio, and was dismissed. 

Laugoblin testified that he had been paid $35 
by a man named Max from Cincinnati, to arrest 
Seymour and take him to that city. During the 
day Max had pointed out where Seymour ,ived, 
aud ordered that be be arrested that night. 
The only authority for the arrest was two war- 
runts issued by a Cincinnati Justice of the 
Peace, but as additional authority Laughlin had 
sworn out a warrant before D. Harry Ham- 
mer. He gave Currigan 82 to serve the warrant, 
and bis purpose was tou take Seymour to Ohio. 
and, failing io this,to bring him before Ham- 
mer. He had been a Constable for two years 
and Corrigan bad acted under his instructions. 

The further bearing of the case was continued 
untilgsentcnee-day, and Judge Hawes announced 
that until it was made more clear that Corrigau 
bad nothing to do with it, he should be beid for 
trial; from tbe present aspect of the case it 
looked like a conspiracy. t did not crop out in 
the hearing, but it ie understood to be a fact, 
that the object was to get Seymour to Cincinnati 
that he might be served in a civil suit there in- 
stead of bringing the action in this county, 
where he lives. 


A GENEROUS JUDGE. 

Among the decrees of divorce recenfly grant- 
ed by Judge Tuley was one to Mary Frances 
Wight from her husband, Peter Bounet Wight, 
the well-known architect, the cause alleged 
being desertion. From the evidence of Mrs. 
Wight it appeared thatthe parties were mar- 
ried Oct. 13, 1864, and lived together until about 
five years ago, when be left her house, and took 
sepurate rooms. The ostensible reason was that 
he found it inconvenient, wheu he had any work 
to do at nigut at home, to doit, because the 
house was noisy and there were interruptions, 
but the witness admitted that there were 
deeper reasons, which she did not 
wish to reveal on account of ber 
daughter. Mr. Wight wmever made any con- 
— ugaiust his wife, but since his desertion 

ad never provided for her, though he had sup- 
ported bis daughter well. 

The Judge, after asking several pertinent 
questions to show the divorce was not the result 
of a mutual consent, and that the complainant 
had no adequate means of support of ber own, 
said be had always rewarded it as his duty, 
whenever the husband was to blame, and he 
had meuns to provide for the wife, either by 
way of earning it, or with other property, to 
make provision foralimony. It the wife chose 
to release it afterward, that was her business 
and privileve. But it waa not right that a di- 
vorve should be granted for the fault of the 
husband without he performed his duties, and 
paid alimony to the wife afterward, whether 
there was any prayer in the bill to that effect or 
not. 

The evidence showed that Mr. Wight earned 
$4,000 or $5,000 a year, and the Judge. besides 
granting the decree of divorce, made an order 
that Mr. Wight pay his wife 81.20 a year, in 
monthly fustallments in advance, until further 
order of Court. 

Her attorney stated that no request was made 
for alimony. No defeuse was mundo to the suit, 
though the defendunt, by his atturney, entered 
his xppeurance, nor was any opposition made to 
tne liberal alimony allowed. 


POSTPONED AGAIN.

THE FUTURE METROPOLIS. 


Chicago as Seen Through the Glasses of 
a New York Speculator. 


What She Wants to Make Her the 
Financial Centre of the Nation. 


A Golden Opportunity for Chicago 
Business-Men. 


‘Spectal Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune, 

New York, May 24.—I called upon Rufus 
Hatch since his return trom the Bermudas, 
and found him in conversation with se‘ eral 
gentlemen, among them Mr. J. K. Fisher, of 

Chicago. Uncle Rufus is always unique 
and original. Dana wrote an editorial some 
months ago advising Jay Gould to employ 
him to edit one of his newspapers. Hatch 
came from Chicago to this city in 1802. He 
knew the West thoroughly, and predicts a 
great future for Chicago, if her business-men 
grasp the golden opportunities presented. 

„St. Paul, Shakspeare, or Horace Greeley,” 
said Uncle Rufus, “which on®, I have for 
gotten, once said * Westward the star of Em- 
pire takes its Way.’ Chicago proves this. 
In 1850 she had 20,000 inhabitants; in 1860, 
109,000; in 1870, 208,000, and in 1880, 505,000. 

In 1850 New York had 515,000; in 1860, 
805,000; in 1870, 949,000, and in 1880, 1,206,000, 

“Chicago’s population is eighteen times 
what it was in 1850, while New York’s is less 
than two and a half times. If New York 
had increased in the same proportion as Chi- 

cago in the last thirty years, her population 
to-day would be 9,270,000. In twenty years 
Chicago has ,increased her population over 
450 per cent, and New York less than 50 per 
cent. In the last ten years Chicago has 
nearly doubled her population, while New 
York has gained less than 40 per cent. 
Similar figures are true of all the States and 
Territories west of the lakes. Two-thirds or 
three-quarters of Chicago—the entire busi- 
ness portion—has been burned and rebuilt 
within ten years. New York has met with 
no such trial. If she had passed through a 
similar calamity her population would hardly 
have exceeded that of Chicago in 1880, 
Everything indicates that Chicago is to 
be the metropolis of the continent. To-day 
she is the grain and provision mar- 
ket of the world. History proves that 
the greatest cities are inland cities. Londen, 
Paris, and Pekin are examples. Rome. at the 
hight of its power, wasan inland city. Chi- 
cago is now the centre of more railroad trame 
than any city of the world. Her tributary rail- 
ruads cover more miles than those of any other 
city. Her geographical ition makes her the 
centre of inland navigation. Atno distant day, 
with common prudence on the part of ber busi- 
ne3s-tnen, she can be the tigancial centre, as well 
as the largest city on the Continent. 

“What she wants is a Financial Exchange. 
covering all the bonds, stocks. and securities 
dealt iu on the New York Stock Exchauoge, as 
well as grain and provisions. The settiement of 
all contracts, whether of stocks, grain, or pro- 
visions, should be made every fourteen days, the 
same as on the London Stock Exchange. It ought 
to be limited to 2,000 members, with an entrance 
fee of $2,500. This would put $5,000,000 into the 
treasury. Any respectable business-man worth 
. O should be eligible, provided be bas never 
taken advantage ot the Bankrupt law or com- 

romised with his creditors. Nationality or resi- 

ence should be no bar to membersbip. This 
would admit residents of Europe and of 
any city or town in the United States. 
With a $10,000 mutual iife-insurance at- 
tached to each membership, the seats would 
immediately reach a cash value of $10,000. In 
other words, when a member died, ench surviv- 
ing member would contribute $5. ‘The New York 
Stock Exchauge has only 1,100 members. The 
seats each command a cash value of about $25,000. 
Tuer have been sold at $30,000. The property 
hus cost the Association about $1,500,0W, includ- 
ing alterations and additions. The vaiue of 
seats aggregates about $27,500,000. How many 
young men are there who have 8,00 to com- 
mence business with? 

Nov, suppose Chicago erects an exchange 
costing say 52.500,00, thus leaving an ual 
amount in the treasury. Her present Board of 
Trade has 1,793 members, the majority of whom 
are residents of Chicago, so that there would be 
no ditlicuity in filling up the number of members 
to the proposed 2.000. 

Perhaps this program would be opposed by a 
feweold fogies, but certainly not by any one who 
bas an interestin the future prosperity of the 
great iniand city of the future. 

By the way, | remember well in 1853 when 
there was no Board of Trade. A few of us met 
at the cornerof Wells and Water streets ina 
room up-stairs and subscribed $5 or $10 apiece— 
it was a beap of money in those times—to buy 
crackers and cheese, thus setting outa sort of 
free lunch to attract receivers and shippers. 
From there we moved to Dearborn street, op- 
posit the McArdie House. We next went to 
George Steele's building on South Water street, 
and tually toa building on Wells and South 
Water streets, built by a fruit-dealer with the 
intention of renting it to us. | think his name 
was Newberry. I was taiking this matter over 
with Hiram Wheeler, of Chicago, last year when 
he returned from Europe. I remember the 
speech that Deacon Bross made at the laying of 
the corper-stone of the Board of Trade Building 
at the corner of Wells and Water streets. It has 
been a hundred times fulfilled, and will bea 
thousand times more. 

The Chicago people ought to do one thing 
more. They should start a Trust Company 
with $10,000,000 capital, and open the books in 
London.
